The director of pubdlicity for 
the 100 per cent pool in Sask- 
atchewan, in a letter issued to 
newspapsrs, states that the old 
pool debts will not be assumed, 
that there will be no discrim- 
ination in regard to the ele 
vators the farmers may choose 
to deliver grain to, and that all 
the machinery of the present 
pool will be scrapped anda com- 
pletely new system will be 
inaugurated (if it is so desired), 
The conclusion is forced by this 
letter that while the Alberta 
U.F.A, endorsed the Saskatch- 
ewan plan for a compulsory 
pool, that planis even yet in 
embryo. In no instance does 
there appear to beany definite 
plan for this pool which could 
be accepted as conclusive, and 
different individuals are con- 
structing an organization to 
meet circumstances as_ they 
develop. It must be admitted 
there is no justification for the 
statement that the compulsory 
pool will improve the situation 
outside the imagination of its 
promoters, and where this is 
based on the results obtained 
from the voluntary pool, the 
foundation can scarcely be con- 
sidered satisfactory at the pres- 
ent time. 


The wheat conference at 
Rome simply made the dis- 
covery that there is no ap- 
parent solution to the present 
difficulties of the wheat grow. 
er. There is too much wheat 
for the market to absorb and 
to all appearances this situation 
must wait for relief until nat- 
ure intervenes with extensive 
crop failure or light yields over 
a great deal of the wheat acre. 
age, at least. The United States 
experiment at the stabilization 
of grain prices does not recom- 
mend government interference 
in the way of a pegged price for 
wheat. Taxes promise to be 
high enough without the ad- 
dition of the enormous amount 
that would be required to pay 
the wheat grower 70c per bus- 
hel for 40c wheat, unless a 
drastic reduction of the acreage 
sown to wheat was enforced at 
the same time, This latter 
seems to be relatively impos- 
sible. Theland is ready and 
the farms are equipped for the 
production of wheat, with no 
alternate crop offering any 
better returns. While the fut- 
ure may permit changes to 
meet conditions, wheat grow- 
ing must continue in the old 
volume to.a very great extent 
for the present. 


When it comes to consistent- 
ly advertising Champion year 
after year, A.S, and C, D. Me- 
Dougall with their pure bred 
stock have achieved more than 
even the prominence acquired 
by growing over 1,000,000 bus- 
hels of wheat annually.

U. S. ‘Farm Bos Board 
Rated as Failure 


The Farm Board has written 
its verdict, Price stabilization 
won't work, Everybody who 
thought the matter out must 
have realized at the outset that 
it wouldn't work, It as 
simple as anything can be, if 
we get down to fundamentals, 
Holding ths price up without 
holding the production down 
may be financed by a rich and 
willing government for a time, 
but aday of reckoning must 
come. For surpluses will in- 
evitably pile up. with a stuabi- 
lized price stimulating pro- 
|duction. 
| But a demand for segregating 
the surplus was built up, by a 
jecombination of farm organiz- 
lation plus political agitation, 
and perhaps there was no way 
out except a trial, costly as that 
trinl mast prove to be before 
the lust chapter is written into 
history, if, indeed, that time is 
tocome soon. The announce- 
ment by the board that wheat 
price stabilization will end with 
this crop season may or may 
not mean an established board 
policy. It depends on political 
pressure, 

A good many politicians and 
others of the opportunist type 
bave been sitting patiently on 
the sidelines waiting for the 
Farm Board plan to fail. And 
with the wheat announcement 
scarcely cold they are already 
hinting what they aim to do. 
They will demand the equal- 
ization fee plan or the debent- 
ture plan, either of which would 
inevitably prove to be fully as 
disastrous as the stabilization 
plan that the Farm Board is 
about to junk, on the basis of a 
fair trial, 

Willthe country stand for 
committing the government 
further in futile and costly 
price experiments? It hardly 
seems possible that it will, but 
it is by no means sure that it 
will not, for have we not seen 
what a well directed agitation 
can accomplish in the name of 
a distressed industry? 

The economic recovery of 
agriculture can be delayed for 
along, long time by further 
tampering with its price mach- 
inery. Andthe export outlet 
for the few of our surpluses 
which are normal can be des- 
troyed beyond hope of their 
ever being fully recovered, 

The best friends of agricult. 
ure will insist on the abandon- 
ment of all price tixing schemes 
no matter how cleverly veneer. 
ed to hide their real purpose, 

Any attempt to make farm- 
ing profitable by legislative 
process must end disastronsly 
for the farmer. Enough has 
happened inthe past eighteen 
months to demonstrate that, 
even to those to whom demon- 
stration was necessary. And if 
we add forcign experience to 
our own—coffee, rubber, sugar, 
and so on—the evidence is over- 
whelming.—(Editorial, Chicago 
Drovers’ Journal):

Where West Leads The East 


General recognition is accorded to the fact that the West leads the Fast 
in grain and livestock production It is known that the Western Provinces 
have a greater railway mileage per capita than the older settled provinces. 
It is an established and recognized fact that there are more rural telephones 
per capita in the West than in the East 
West leads the Fast by 
the case as disclosed by the first annual report of Canadian Airways 
Limitea, recently issucd 

According to the report of this company, which is an amalgamation of 
ail the large aviation companies in the Dominion, and in which the Canadian 
Pacific and Canadian National Railways are now largely interested, the 
amount of air business done in the West far outstrips the volume of Eastern 
business, and that operating conditions in the West are more favorable with 
the result that there is less non productive flying and consequently greater 
profits here than in the East. 

The figures given in this report will prove most 
esting to western people. They cover twelve months operation of the Eastern 


illuminating and inter- 


lines, and thirteen months operation of the Western lines. It is shown, for 


example, that the total mileage flown in the East was 754,199 miles, as 


compared with 1,213,925 miles in the West Total flying hours in the East 


were 7,888, but with the Western total 13,137, or almost twice as great. 
But it is when one comes to a consideration of the amount and value of 
the business transacted, and the efficiency in operation, that the ascendency 
of the West over the East in flynig is most strikingly illustrated. Mail mat- 
ter carried over Eastern lines amounted to 126,430 pounds, while the corres- 


ponding figure for Western lines was 207,483 pounds. Freight and express 
carried on the mail ’planes in the East was greater than in the West, Bere | 
14,971 pounds as compared with only 307 pounds, but freight and express 
carried on other than mail ‘planes tell an entirely different story and reveal | 
the extent to which this form of transportation has been developed in the | 
West. No less than 404,010 pounds of package freight and express was | 
transported by air in the West, as against 82,151 pounds in the East. In 
other words, the East has not developed this department of air service, apart 
from the regular mail ‘planes, to anything like the extent that has been 
done in the West. 

In passenger traffic, both on mail ‘planes and other aerial services, an 
even more surprising record has been established by the West, showing that 
our people are becoming air-minded. The number of passengers carried on 
mail ’planes in the East was 299, and in the West 3,246; on ‘planes other 


than the mail ’planes, 1,447 Eastern people travelled by the air route, while 
in the West 3,808 chose the same method. Considering the much larger 


population of the East the fact that 7,054 Western passengers travelled by 
air as compared with 1,746 in the East speaks eloquently for this Westérn 
country. 

This Western predominance in the air has no doubt partly accounted for 
the fact that the West is now regarded as an ideal country for flying oper- 
ations, and also because of the further fact that distances between points to 
be reached are much greater in the West than in the East. That the West 
is well adapted to flying is demonstrated by the figures of mail efficiency 
contained in the report under review in this article. Out of a scheduled or 
possible mileage in Eastern Canada of 677,034 miles, only 558,264 miles were 


actually flown, leaving a lost mileage of 118,770, or only 82.4 per cent of | 


efficiency. In the West, on the other hand, out of a scheduled or possible 
mileage of 764,578, productive mileage flown totalled no less than 708,544, 
leaving only 56,034 miles lost and representing an operating efficiency of 
92.7 per cent. 

The lighted airways of the West, making night flying practicable and 
safe, and the very fine municipal airports now in existence and being steadily 
improved, coupled with the excellence of flying conditions in general 
throughout the prairie country, provide an assurance that air transportation 
will more and more prove an important factor in the life of Western Canada, 
and in all probability a greater factor here than in the older sections of the 
Dominion.

French-Canadian women in Quebec 
had the right to, and did, vote in the 
government of Canada, Mr. Justice 
Riddell told members of the Women's 
Law Association, at Toronto. Accord- 
ing to the Canada Act of 1791, ‘“‘per-

property were entitled to vote for the 
first legislative assemblies, and 
French-Canadian women = claimed 
that they were persons, just as did

manding the right to sit in the Sen- 
ate, the Justice pointed out. 

The women of Quebec accordingly 
voted in 1791, but the men objected 
and, when the matter came up in the

Free Port Motion Defeated 


Amendment To Safeguard “Western 
Agriculture Passed By Alberta 


Side-tracked in favor of an amend- 
;ment proposed by George MacLach- 
lan, U.F.A. member for Pembina, 
more directly concerned with ‘‘safe- 
guarding” western agricultural inter- 
ests, than with the original motion, 
the resolution proposed by W. R. 
Howson, Liberal member for Edmon- 
ton, urging that Port Churchill be 
made a free port of entry for British 
goods for bona fide consumption in 
Alberta, met a dreary fate in the Al- 
berta legislature. 

Mr. MacLachlan’s amendment, 
which was substituted for another 
amendment proposed by Col. F. C. 
Jamieson, Conservative member for 
Edmonton, read: 

“That this assembly hereby aflirms 
its support of all efforts to encour- 
age reciprocal trade between Great 
Britain and Canada and to the sub- 
stantial extension of the British pre- 
ference to encourage such trade; 

“That pending a general substan- 
tial revision downwards of all tariff, 
this assembly recommends to the Do- 
minion government that the agricul- 
tural industry of western Canada be 
placed on a parity with other indus- 
tries of Canada either by stabiliza- 
tion of prices or by careful exam- 
ination of the incidence of the tariff 
schedule in order to assure that the 
economic interest of the farmers of 
western Canada be adequately and 
justly safeguarded.”

|Impossible For Country To Continue 
Present System Indefinitely 

| Is the country: going to continue 
indefinitely the existing wasteful and 
uneconomic system of relief?

LAY PLANS FOR | 
MARKETING OF 
THE WHEAT CROP 


Rome, Italy.—The first steps were 
taken towards the orderly marketing 
of the world’s next wheat crop. 
Representatives of Canada, the Ar- 
gentine, Australia, Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary, India, Poland, Rumania, the 
Soviet Union and Yugo-Slavia met 
to discuss preliminaries to the sum- 
moning of a formal conference where, 
it is hoped, a definite agreement will 
be reached for the sale of~the 1931- 
82 crop. 

It was upon the motion of Hon. G. 
Howard Ferguson, Canada’s high 
commissioner in London, England, 
and the Dominion’s chief delegate at 
the conference, that the production 
committee adopted the suggestion of 
a later conference to deal with mar- 
keting the crop which is to come. 
Mr. Ferguson’s motion read, “That 
this conference, recognizing the im- 
portance of orderly marketing of the 
export surpluses of wheat and being 
convinced the present low price of 
wheat on the world’s markets is a 
serious factor in the present econ- 
omic depression, is of the opinion 


| that it is desirable that delegates of 


countries exporting wheat should 
meet together as soon as possible to 
organize on an international basis the 
exportation of the crop of the year 
1931-32.” 

The motion concluded by suggest- 
ing that the United States also be 
invited to take part in the discussion. 
One suggestion is that the delibera- 
tions should be held in Canada early 
next summer.

Commission Gives Report On Crash 
Of R-101 

London, England.-The disaster to 
the dirigible, R-101, which stunned 
the world when it came down in 
flames on a hillside near Beauvais, 
France, last October, killing 48 men, 
has been attributed to mechanical 
causes, and not to human failure, The 
report of the Simon Commission, 
which made a long study of the 
disaster, and just made public, attrib- 
uted the disaster mainly to “a sub- 
stantial loss of gas in very bumpy 
weather.” 

The report considered that it was 
probable that the forepart of the 
ship’s envelope was ripped. “Some- 
thing of this sort happened on a pre- 
vious occasion and no amount of care 
could assure that it would not hap- 
| pen again,” the report said, empha- 
sizing the possibility of mechanical 
failure in dirigibles as at present con- 
structed. 

The commission refused to take a 
position one way or another regard- 
ing the effects of the tragedy on the 
future of lighter-than-air navigation.

Wheat Stocks Less 


Visible Wheat Supply Shows Big 
Decrease Over Last Year 
Winnipeg, Man,—Decreasing supply 
of Canadian visible wheat was down’ 
at end of March to 183,489,397 bush- 
els—more than 12,000,000 less than 
jammed elevators of North America 
a year ago. According to a report is- 
sued by E. A. Ursell, statistician to 
the Board of Grain Commissioners, 
stocks declined 2,135,966 bushels dur- 

ing the week ended March 27. 

Ocean shipments of 
wheat fell off slightly, totalling 
2,906,430, as compared with 
809 bushels for the previous week, 
Notably, the clearance 
was at United States ports on the 
Atlantic, where shipments totalled 
only 977,000 bushels, From Cana- 
dian Pacific ports shipments were 1,- 
477,761 bushels. Clearances from 
Canadian Atlantic ports were 531,- 
669 bushels.
